of remonetization to be the moat con- 
vincing and comprehensive argument 
on the monetary question and tha re- 
lations of gold and silver to each other 
ever spoken on the subject. 
The gold

Senate, and the bill to restore tha coin- 
age lawa was amended in the Senate 
and tbe coinage of standard dollars 
limited to not less than $2,000,000 nor 
more than $4,')00,0[)0 per month.

Hoeretary of the Treasury, predicted, 
witfl" as much apparent certainty of 
what would occur in the future as the 
(fold propheta of to-day, that if tbe bill 
became a law it would drive gold out 
of circulation, but tbe bill passed over 
the President's veto nevertheless, and 
the Treasury statistics show that in- 
stead of driving gold oat of the coun- 
try we gained $221,000,000 in foreign 
gold while the act was in forco aud 
that instead of impairing our credit 
abroad, as tha single standard men pre- 
dicted, United States bonds 
which 


stood at 101 tbe day the bill passed 
sold at 120 within three years after its 
passage. 


Facts like these are worth more thun 


all tbe predictions of plane hunting 
prophets, who do not care what be- 
comes of the State if they can get a 
plaua at tbe federal pie counter. Early 
in 1894 Senator Jones, in H letter to the 
Republican Central Commit! ee of Ne- 
vada, said be was firmly convinced 
that the Republican organization was 
unalterably opposed to tbe free coin- 
age of silver at tbe ratio of 16 to 1 or at 
all.

NEW YORK, October 22.—On the Pro- 


duce Exchange this afternoon a sen- 
sational drop in prices startled the 
whole trade aad completely demoral- 
ized the wheat pit. Prices slid down 
the scale a quarter to a half at a time, 
wheat falling off uearlj^four cents in 
half an hour. The close was very 
nervous at 77^ for December. 


CHICAGO, October 22.— Almost five 


cents a bushel was clipped off the price 
of wheat to-day. 
December wheat 


closed yesterday at 75J^ and finished 
to-day at 70>£. It ia not often that the 
price has such a sensationally sudden 
collapse. Stop loss orders were in" the 
hands of every commission man who 
had a customer long on wheat, and 
when the decline came early to-day it 
caught most of these. It was practically 
impossible to execute exactly the stop 
loss orders at any given figure, and tbe 
result was almost a unanimous rush to 
sell.
